TRUTH-SPEAKING HEARTS 


Strange? Not when you recall the dumb ass spoke, the 
rooster gave a message, the corn fields praise God, and 
the hills break forth into singing. Not strange at all! 
ev" is it not strange since it is, “out of the abun- 

ce of the heart the mouth speaketh,” which is a good 
rendering of “he that speaketh the truth in his heart.” 
This simply means that it is possible for the heart to be 
of one attitude of a person or thing while the mouth 
speaks another. This is substantiated by the fact that 
Jesus said of the Jews, “You confess me with your 
lips, but with your heart you are far from me.” That was 
repugnant to Him, and it is no less repulsive to sincere 
Christians today. 

There is a close relation between modern diplomacy, in 
and out of the Church, and hypocrisy. I have yet to be 
convinced, however, that a person has a truthful heart 
who, through flattery and sugar-coated phrases, camou- 
flages his dislike for a person by using trickery of speech 
and methods to impair his standing and usefulness. 

Means and methods prompted by ulterior motives may 
appear diplomatic in a person’s efforts to achieve his aims 
to inflict general hardship on his fellow man, but, after 
all, such is nothing less than hypocrisy, no matter who 
polishes it up with the word diplomacy. In fact, in South- 
Gr net wien a person who holds the truth in 

ch light esteem, and his church or fellow man’s welfare 
so unimportant, is not to be trusted as far as a person 
could “throw a mule by the tail.” The truth-speaking 
heart will say the same in one’s presence as to his back. 
The truth-speaking heart “swears to its own heart and 
changes not.” 

A truth-speaking heart backbiteth not, and certainly 
does not take up and peddle a reproach against a neighbor, 
fellow minister, member, or Church. It is a fact that all 
along ministers and members do reproachful things, but 
to peddle such things will not help the trespasser, but will 
add to the reproach he has already brought on the Church 
of God. 

Scheming, plotting, and subtle planning against a 
neighbor does not come from a truth-speaking heart. The 
truth-speaking heart means tomorrow what it says to- 
day, and it will live up to the promises that it made yester- 
day, last week, and last month, today. 

Last but not least, the person who has and keeps a 
truth-speaking heart will live, eventually, in God’s taber-

The preacher is sometimes accused of being narrow- 
minded because he insists upon the Christian’s forsaking 
all, to follow Christ. 

But all of life is narrow, and success is to be found only 
by passing through the narrow gate and down the straight 
way. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness in the chemical 
laboratory. Water is composed of two parts hydrogen and 
one part oxygen. The slightest deviation from that for- 
mula is forbidden. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness in music. There 
can be only eight notes in an octave. The skilled director 
will not permit his first violin to play even so much as 
one half a note off the written note, chord, and key. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness in the mathe- 
matics classroom. Nether geometry, calculus, nor trigo- 
nometry allows any variation from exact accuracy, even 
for old times’ sake. The solution of the problem is either 
right or it is wrong—no tolerance there. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness in biology. 
One varying result out of a thousand experiments will 
invalidate an entire theory. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness on the athletic 
field. The game is played according to the rules, with 
no favours shown for charity’s sake. 

There is no room for broad-mindedness in the garage. 
The mechanic there says that the piston rings must fit 
the cylinder walls within one-thousandth part of an 
inch. Even between friends there cannot be any vari- 
ation if the motor is to run smoothly. 

How, then, shall we expect that broad-mindedness 
shall rule in the realm of religion and morals?—“Church 
School Journal.”

John Hus Head Communist 


Dr. Frantisek Linhart, newly appointed dean of the John Hus Theo- 
logical Faculty of Charles University, Prague, is a Communist as well 
as a member of the Church of the Czech Brethren. 

In his inaugural address, Dr. Linhart, a party member since No- 
vember, 1947, asserted that the teachings of Christ were in accord with 
the materialistic desire for better social conditions, and that Marxists 
were not at odds with the Church over fundamental precepts. He 
added that the mission of Christians was to show that attempts to im- 
prove the social order have their roots in Christian principles. 

This is another straw in the wind indicating Communist pressures 
on all religion in Czechoslovakia. All youth organizations of a religious 
character were recently banned.—United Evangelical Action

Jesus Provides Power 

Jesus recognized the necessity of 
power for the successful operation of 
His Church in this sinful world. Spir- 
itual power is indispensable to the 
body of Christians. In Ephesians 6: 
10, 11, the apostle Paul is exhorting 
the church by saying, “Finally, my 
brethren, be strong in the Lord, and 
in the power of his might. Put on the 
whole armour of God, that ye may be 
able to stand against the wiles of the 
devil.” In this he admonishes the 
Christians to be strong, and then ina 
very definite way he gives the reason 
for this, by saying, that ye may be 
able to stand against the wiles, or 
tricks, of the devil. Man alone cannot 
successfully cope with Satan. Even 
with the most destructive weapons, 
including the devastating atomic 
bomb, man cannot destroy his greatest 
enemy, the devil. Well, then, is man 
entirely at the mercies of Satan? No! 
Thank God for spiritual provisions 
made possible through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. We can only defeat Satan and 
his agents of hell as the Spirit of God 
supplies the dynamic power of the 
Holy Ghost. The impelling and moti- 
vating power of church machinery, to 
be powerful, must be the power from 
the powerhouse in glory. 

The Son of God made these men, 
whom he had called from the lowly 
walks of life, the custodians of the 
story of the cross, with a world-wide 
mission.

Before the ascension of Christ 
back to God, the Father, the disciples 
approached Him as to the time of the 
restoration of the Jewish kingdom.

Christ, however, 
passed over this question very briefly 
and spoke to them of a spiritual 
armor which would enable them to go 
all-out in opposition to the forces of 


hell. What good is a kingdom without 
power?

without power? Power, power, po 
was the great need for the early 
church, and it would be a foolish man 
to say that we had advanced so far 
in all of our endeavors until the power 
of the Holy Ghost is no longer needed. 
Well, it is sad, but there are men who 
profess to follow Jesus, and preach 
His Word, yet will not honor the Holy 
Ghost. 

How can men scoff at the Holy 
Ghost when the last words uttered by 
Christ before ascending back to His 
Father were relative to this great sub- 
ject? Jesus was making provisions 
for His Church to have power when 
He commanded them to wait for the 
promise. The time spent waiting for 
the Holy Ghost was the greatest in- 
vestment they had ever made with 
their time. This can also be true f 
seekers today. He told His discip] 
that “Ye shall receive power after that 
(not before, “after that’) the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you.” 


Were the Disciples Saved Before 
Pentecost? 

It seems that beyond all doubt the 
disciples were already saved when 
Christ spoke to them about the Holy 
Spirit, tecause, in the Gospel of St. 
Luke, chapter 10, the disciples had 
been sent out on an evangelistic tour, 
which was a sweeping success. They 
came back rejoicing because devils 
were made subject unto them through 
the name of Christ. It seems most 
certainly justifiable for men to rejoice 
when devils can be cast out of the 
hearts of tortured souls. But Christ 
said, “Rejoice not because devils are 


subject unto you, but rather reioio

heaven.” Christ talked to them of a 
place where devils shall never invade.

even as I am not of the world. I pray 
not that thou shouldest take them out 
of the world, but that thou shouldest 
keep them from the evil. They are not 
of the world, even as I am not of the 
world. Sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth.” The dis- 
ciples were in the world, but the 
world was not in them. 


The Power Fell 

Going places for God can: many 
times be accomplished by being willing 
to wait instead of wanting to run. 
Christ looked at His group of followers 
and commanded them to cease their 
ministerial activities and return to 
Jerusalem to tarry for the Holy Ghost. 
They were obedient and returned to 
the city with great joy. Doing the will 
of God will always bring joy. One big 
reason for so many sad faces among 
believers is disobedience to God’s 
perfect will. The trip to the upper 
room was made for only one purpose, 
this being to wait and pray until God 
sent spiritual power from glory. And 
as they prayed, this group of one hun- 
dred and twenty, which also included 
the mother of Jesus, engaged the per- 
sonal attention of God and Christ 
Jesus, the Lord. 

In the Acts of the Apostles, chapter 
2, we have the beautiful story of the 
mighty outpouring of spiritual power 
for Christian service. “And when the 
day of Pentecost was fully come, they 
were all with one accord in one place.” 
There had been envy and strife among 
them, but these saints were praying, 
and God had melted their hearts to- 
gether in love. Their example would 
be well worth following even in this 
modern age. “And suddenly there 
came a sound from heaven as of a 
rushing mighty wind, and it filled

all the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spir- 
it gave them utterance.” The one hun- 
dred and twenty who had been willing 
to let material things become sec- 
ondary, and had gone to the upper 
room for the single purpose of seek- 
ing spiritual power, were greatly 
moved on by the Spirit of God. The 
power of Penteccst was soon noised 
abroad, and a multitude came together 
and were deeply puzzled at what they 
saw. They saw on this early morning 
men and women who were staggering 
under the influence of some strange 
power and concluded that they were 
filled with new wine. They said, “These 
men are FULL of new wine.” The crit- 
ics were unable to determine the brand 
of the wine, but they agreed that 
whatever kind it was the disciples were 
FULL of it. 

Thank God, it was the imported wine 
from glory and cannot be had in the 
market places of this world. This wine 
will stir a person up and make him 
want to fight; that is, fight the devil. 
It will also cause a man to pay his 
tithes, support the orphanage and mis- 
sion work, as well as many other Chris- 
tian duties. 


The Christ of Mercy 

I have known of some Christians 
being quite critical of a person who 
accepted the Lord and shortly there- 
after grew cold in his experience; how- 
ever, I am well aware of the fact that 
the better thing for a young convert 
to do is to continually grow in grace 
instead of drifting and growing cold 
spiritually. If a young Christian be- 
comes weak, kind words and prayer, 
in most cases, will do more to assist 
him in recovering his proper spiritual 
balance than stinging words of bitter 
criticism. To support this I would have 
you to consider the apostle Peter. This 
man fell from a high peak of Chris- 
tian profession to a depth that he de- 
nied and cursed the cause for which 
he had previously forsaken his fishing 
occupation. What if Christ had said, 
“Peter, you have proved unfaithful. 
You failed to support me when my 
needs were the greatest, and I can 
find no place for you in my adminis- 
tration”? No, Christ extended mercy, 
instead of harshness, to the erring dis- 
ciple. When I think of the yardstick 
gf man as he deals with men, and 
the yardstick of Christ as He dealt 
with such a man as Peter, I can find 


only humble gratitude in my heart for 
Christ. The weeping and repenting 
Peter returned to Christ with all of his 
heart and found pardon for sins and 
his vile transgressions. 


Peter Defends the Experience 

The outpouring of the Spirit of God 
on the day of Pentecost provoked 
may favorable and unfavorable com- 
ments. While many scoffed, the apos- 
tle Peter stood up and defended the 
experience of Pentecost, by saying, 
“These are not drunken, as ye sup- 
pose....But this is that which was 
spoken of by the prophet Joel; And 
it shall come to pass afterward, that 
I will pour out my Spirit upon all 
flesh; and your sons and your daugh- 
ters shall prophesy, your old men shall 
dream dreams, and your young men 
shall see visions: and also upon the 
servants and upon the handmaids in 
those days will I pour out my Spirit,” 
Joel 2:28, 29. This man Peter, a man 
who had been fickle, impetuous, and 
unpredictable, received such a mighty 
charge of Holy Ghost power that it 
had a glorious stabilizing effect on 
his personality. The power brought 
an irrepressible urge to preach an ir- 
resistible gospel. Peter preached such 
a convincing, soul-stirring, powerful 
message that three thousand souls 
accepted Christ right then and there. 
This preacher felt the power in his 
feet and legs, and leaped to the floor; 
he felt the power in his heart, as he 
was strangely warmed; it touched his 
tongue, and convicting words shot 
forth and lodged in the hearts of those 
who had gathered to mock but bowed 
and prayed. Oh, thank God for the 
wonderful thrill that comes to a 
preacher as he is preaching under 
the anointing of the precious Holy 
Ghost power! There is absolutely 
nothing to equal it. Peter defended 
this experience because he fully re- 
alized that it was real, and this is the 
same reason that thousands of preach- 
ers and lay members are defending it 
today. Furthermore, if you had this 
wonderful blessing, you would defend 
it, too! 


Effects of Such Power 

It was the enduement of power for 
service that enabled Peter to preach 
with boldness. It was the enduement 
of power for service that caused him 
to forsake his boats and nets to bear 
the story of the Son of God. It was be- 
cause of this same power he was will- 
ing to surrender his life on a bloody 
cross for the greatest cause for which

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Missionary Dilots Hold Fly-in 
Convention

The use of the airplane in carrying 
on the work of evangelizing the world 
to Christianity was the theme of the 
second annual convention of the World 
Missionary Aviation Council, which 
met in Springfield, Missouri. Private 
pilots and missionary airmen from 
- points scattered throughout America 
and the world flew in for the con- 
vention sessions, which were held at 
the Springfield Municipal Airport and 
the Central Bible Institute. 

The WMAC convention was a triple- 
header, with time given to business 
sessions in launching the infant or- 
ganization and framing a constitution; 
afternoons at the airport spent in 
techinical- discussion of planes and 
problems; and evenings devoted to 
spiritual and inspirational meetings 
and the seeing of missionary aviation 
colored movies. Officers elected to 
head the organization were: president, 
Rev. L. L. Grubb, Winona Lake, In- 
diana, of Brethren Home Missions 
Council; vice president, Dr. Ray Buker, 
Chicago, of the Conservative Baptist 


Foreign Missionary Society; secretary- 
treasurer, Dr. Ralph Hansen, Chi- 
cago, of the Evangelical Mission Cove- 
nant Church; executive secretary in 
full-time charge of operations for the 
WMAC, Rev. Paul Hartford, Winona 
Lake, of the Victory Sky Pilots, a train- 
ing field for Christian pilots. Per- 
manent committees were also set up, 
with the following chairmen: Trans- 
port, Rev. Noel Perkin, Missionary 
Secretary of the Assemblies of God, 
Springfield, Missouri; Operations, Rev. 
George Poole, missionary flyer in 
Ecuador; Training, James Adkins, 
Flight Instructor at Central Bible In- 
stitute, Springfield, Missouri, Private 
Flyers, E. Kaye-Smith, private 
Christian flyer of Winona Lake, In- 
diana; Finance, Dr. George Warner, 
National Holiness Missionary Society 
of Chicago. 

Plans for setting up regional groups 
of private Christian flyers were re- 
vealed by E. Kaye-Smith. Private fly- 
ers from Pennsylvania, Virginia, Cali- 
fornia, Texas, Illinois, and Indiana

listed in this enterprise. Fly-in church 
meetings are to be featured as part 
of this program. Mission fields rep- 
resented at the convention were: 
Borneo, Philippines, Chile, Ecuador, 
Liberia, West Africa, South Africa, 
Mexico, Alaska; also several world- 
wide missionary boards were repre- 
sented. Out of the twelve evangelical 
mission boards using the airplane in 


their work, seven are now member, . 
of the WMAC. Several Christian fly- ; 


ing farmers were present, as also the 
founder of “Sky Pilots of America,” 
Rev. Elmer B. Sachs, who is develop- 
ing this organization as a Christian 
achievement program for boys. 

With Rev. Hartford devoting full 
time to the work of executive secretary 
for the WMAC, it is expected that the 
organization will grow rapidly and 
will enter the field of missionary avia- 
tion as an important clearing house 
for missionary aviation information, 
a booking agency for missionary travel 
on member society transport planes, 
and a common fellowship center for 
private Christian and missionary 
flyers, which will set up standards and 
training procedures, and provide many 
other benefits to the members.

THE COURSE OF CHRISTIAN 
MISSIONS

the vivid metaphors of Jesus, like 
‘salt,’ ‘seed,’ and ‘light,’ are treat- 
ed in such a way as to bring out 
their meaning for personal faith 
and life.’—Religious Book Club 
Bulletin.

DISASTERS 


North America has suffered at least 14 in- 
land marine disasters taking 90 or more lives. 
The Canada Steamship line almost contribut- 
ed a 15th four years ago when the Noronic’s 
sister ship, the Hamonic, burned at her pier 
in Point Edward, Ont., but no one was killed 
and only a few seriously hurt. Predecessors to 
the Noronic tragedy: 

1837, OCT. 29: Monmouth sank after collision 
on Mississippi. The dead: 234. 

1838, APRIL 25: the Moselle blew up on the 
Chio River. The dead: 100. 

1841, AUG. 9: the Erie burned on Lake Erie. 
The dead 175. 

1847, NOV. 21: the Phoenix burned on Lake 
Michigan. The dead: 2 

1850, JUNE 17: the Griffith burned on Lake 
Erie. The dead 300. 

1852, AUG. 20: Atlantic sank after collision 
on Lake Erie. The dead: 250. 

1857, JUNE 26: the Montreal burned in the 
St. Lawrence. The dead: 253. 

1860, SEPT. 8: the Lady Elgin collided with 
the Augusta while crossing Lake Michigan, 25 
miles out of Chicago. The dead: 350. 

1865, APRIL 27: in the worst inland disaster 
in U. S. history the steamboat Sultana ex- 
ploded ay A the Mississippi above Memphis. The 
dead 
1868, APRIL 9: the Sea Bird burned on Lake 
Michigan. The dead: 100. 

1881, MAY 24: Victoria capsized in Canada’s 
Thames River. The dead: 2! 

1890, JULY 13: Sea ny & overturned on Lake 
Pepin, Minn. The dead: 

1904, JUNE 15: joi Slocum burned on 
East River (N. Y.). The dead: 1,021. 

1913, NOV. 9: In a single day seven steamers, 
were destroyed by storms on the St. Lawrence, 
Lake Superior and Lake Huron. The dead: 195. 

1915, JULY 24: the Eastland overturned in 
the —~a— River. The dead: 812. 

1949, PT. 17: The Noronic, Lake Ontario, 
aunt by fire. By noon, on September 18, 
there were 117 bodies in the Toronto morgue, 
mostly unindentified, but rescue workers were 
afraid that 50 or 60 more would be found in 
the ship during the week. The death toll was 
comparable to that of the Morro Castle, which 
burned off New Jersey in 1934, with a loss of 
134 lives.—Life. 


WAR'S COST 


Over $400,000,000,000 so far appropriated by 
the nations for the World War II, according to 
the United States Commerce Department fig- 
ures. This $400,000,000,000 does not include the 
cost of dwellings, factories, hospitals, churches, 
bridges, railroads, goods, ships and cities de- 
stroyed, nor the value of 8,000,000 men killed, 
the millions maimed for life, nor the finan- 
cial damage to every family in the world. 
These costs quadruple the actual appropria- 
tions, so that at least $2,000,000,000,000 have 
been spent or lost in this war. 

In other words, the money consumed by 
this war so far would have given every one 
of the 400,000,000 families in this world a $5,000 
farm home, composed of forty acres of land, 
$2,000; two mules, $500; two horses, $450; two 
cows, $100; two sows, $100; one automoble, 
$500; 100 hens, $150; harness, $200; seed, $150; 
furniture, $50; clothes, $200; young orchard, 
$150; books and Bibles, $150; total, $5,000 

This money would build 70,000 bridges of 
greenback dollars from New York to Frisco, or 
belt this earth 20,000 times. And this vast sum 
does not include the unmeasured tears, griefs, 
agonies, heartaches, blasted hopes, children 
starved, butchered or killed, home ties broken, 
miseries. Count, if you can, also the bitterness, 








hatred, revenge, malice, vice and the deluge 
of militarism—dragon’s teeth for future wars! 
—Noah Cooper, in Chattanooga Times.

CATHOLIC CHURCH GROWING 
IN THE UNITED STATES 


Recently the 1949 edition of the Catholic 
Directory, the book that yearly carries the 
statistical information about the Church in 
this country, made its appearance. It includes 
information that is of interest to us. 

The Heirarchy in the United States, Hono- 
lulu and Alaska now comprises, besides the 
Apostolic Delegate, 4 Cardinals, 20 Archbishop’s 
and 157 Bishops. There are two Bishops of the 
Byzantine Rite and one of the Greek Rite. In 
the United States there are 42,334 priests, 
7,302 brothers and 141,606 sisters. 

American Catholic colleges and universities 
total 228, an advance of 7 over 1948; in them 
240,048 students are enrolled, 19,822 more than 
the preceding year. The number of high 
schools dropped by 47, to 2,385, but enrollment 
was up 2,327 to 508,724. Elementary schools 
numbered 8,318 an increase of 68; pupils were 
2,435,250, an increase of 160,410. Total number 
of young people receiving a Catholic educa- 
tion: 3,184,022, an increase of 182,599 over last 
year. 


CHARLES G. FINNEY, LAWYER, 
BECOMES PREACHER 


In October, 1821, Charles G. Finney, a young 
lawyer, was sitting in a village law office in 
the state of New York. Finney had just come 
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into the old squire’s office. It was very early 
in the day, and he was all alone when the 
Lord began to deal with him. 

“Finney, what are you going to do when 
you finish your course?” 

“Put out a shingle and practice law.’ 

“Then what?” “Get rich.’ 

“Then what?” “Retire.” 

“Then what?” “Die.” 

“Then what” And the words came trem- 
blingly, “The judgment.” 

He ran for the woods a half mile away. All 
day he prayed, and vowed he would never 
leave until he had made peace with God. He 
saw himself at the judgment bar of God. For 
four years he had studied law, and now the 
vanity of a selfish life, lived for the enjoy- 
ment of the things of this world, was made 


clear to him. 
»> Finney came out of the woods that evening, 


fter a long struggle, with the high purpose of 
living henceforth to the glory of God and of 
enjoying Him forever. From that moment 
blessings untold filled his life, and God used 
him in a mighty way, not as a lawyer but as 
a preacher, to bring thousands to conversion 
over a useful period of fifty years.

IN 1,090 LANGUAGES 


+’ Ten new languages and dialects were added 

last year to the list of Bible translations 
bringing the total to 1,090, the American Bible 
Society states: 

New languages are Aztec, Chol, Mixteco, 
Tarahumara, ‘Tzeltal and Tzotil, spoken in 
Mexico; Naga: Chang and Naga; Moa, used in 
Assam; Nantcheri, prevalent in French Equa- 
torial Africa; and Palau, found in Micronesia. 

The Gospel of Luke in the Palau dialect was 
printed in Tokyo during the war from a 
manuscript of the New Testament left there 
by German a who had translated 
the Testamen 

The entire Bible has been published in 185 
languages. 


HOUR OF DECISION 


“The die is cast. American Protestantism is 
committed.”” With these portentous words the 
Christian Century began an editorial last week 
on the recently launched United Evangelistic 
Advance (Time, Oct. 10). The nationwide 15- 
month drive of 38 Protestant denominations to 
win “America for Christ’’ by every modern 
method of evangelism, says the Century, “will 
bring America to an hour of decision con- 
cerning the free and evangelical faith which 
has found expression in the daily life and 
attitudes of its people... 

“It is to be expected,” warns the Century, 
“that voices will be raised declaring that the 
gates of heaven cannot be stormed by mass 

assault, and they are right. But the point is 

irrelevant. In this enterprise heaven's coopera- 

tion is assured, providing we make its cooper- 
ation possible. Christ wills the conversion of 
America. Of that we can be sure. But do we 
desire it above everything else? Are the 
churches prepared to risk it? When Christ 
wins America every local church will be 
transformed, every community changed, every 
denomination identified with the larger life 
of the ecumenical church. Did those who 
launched this movement realize that it might 
have such effects? Whether they did or not, 
there is no turning back now. 

“The United Evangelistic Advance could 
double the membership of the ee 
churches and still be a failure. It could halve 
them and still succeed. It could powerfully 
stir the emotions of millions and leave be- 
hind it neuroses, disillusionment and bitter- 
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ness ... On the other hand, it could move 
quietly across the land and leave in its wake 
lives transformed by the power of God, illu- 
mined by sound knowledge of Christian ‘truth, 
radiant in the experience of fulfillment in the 
Kingdom of Christ . 

“Which of | these results it has will depend 
upon what is going on now in the minds of 
church members and ministers. If they look 
upon this as another pious chore, another 
headquarters’ brainstorm that has to be en- 
dured until it has blown over, then the sec- 
ond half of the 20th Century will see the de- 
cline of Protestantism in America. But if 
church men and women are sobered by the 
judgments that have fallen on our world and 
the worse catastrophes that threaten to de- 
scend, if they are moved by the promise of 
new light yet to break forth from God's word 
and by the love which will not let us go, then 
1950 will see a momentous turning point in 
Christian history.”—Time.

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YOUNG “MAHATMA” HAILED 
BY HINDUS AS NEW PROPHET 


BOMBA Y—(UP)—Eleven-year-old Motilal 
Ramlal, a smith by caste and a carpenter by 
profession, claims to have seen God, and his 
army of followers credit him with remarkable 
powers. 

Motilal never went to school but he showed 
a religious turn of mind, witnesses claim, by 
his habit of joining the circle of slum laborers 
at the reading of the Hindu sacred 
book “Ramayana” near his dilapidated home 
in a downtown suburb. 

The story goes that at one such “bajhan” 
(religious celebration) six months ago he was 
found in deep meditation and he could not 
be persuaded to leave. 

Fame Spreads 

For the following 36 hours he sat under a 
pipal tree with his eyes closed and refused 
food. Except for occasional murmurings, the 
boy seemed to have been stricken dumb. 

His fame spread overnight and large crowds 
of Hindus gathered to get a glimpse of the 
young devotee. 

He claimed he had seen God during this 
period of deep meditation. 

Hindus present put him to a test. They set 
a bowl of ghee (cooking oil) on fire and asked 
Motilal to place his hand in the fire. 

Untouched by Fire 

Unflinchingly, according to eyewitnesses, 
Motilal obliged by keeping his hand in the 
flames for 45 minutes. Witnesses said his 
hand showed no traces of the slightest burns. 

Today, he is known as “Mahatma” Motilal 
to thousands of Hindus. 

Motilal now lives on milk, and milk only. 

Every morning a steady stream of humanity 
makes its way to where the young Mahatma 
holds religious court to pay him homage with 
flowers, fruits and other gifts.
